No. FDO/PAD/88.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 19 of the Banking Companies (Acquisition & 
Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 1970 (5 to 1970), the Board 
of Directors of Syndicate Bank in consultation with the Re¬ 
serve Bank of India and with the previous sanotion ot the 
Central Government hereby makes the following Regulations 
further to amend the Syndicate Bank (Officers') Service Re¬ 
gulations, 1979. 

2. Short title and Commencement: 

(i) These Regulations may be called the Syndicate 
Bank (Officers’) Service (Amendment) Regulations, 
1988. 

(il) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette, 

(iil) Details of Amendments : 

I, Amendment to Regulation 5 ; 

(i) On and from 1-1-1985, at (he end of Regu¬ 
lation 5(1), the following proviso be added ;— 

“Provided that those Officers in Junior Manage¬ 
ment Grade Scale I and Middle Management Grade 
Scale II and HI who reach the maximum of their 
pay scale shall be granted stagnation increments 
equivalent to the last increment for every five com¬ 
pleted years of service after reaching the maximum 
In the respective scales, subject to a maximum of 
two such increments for Officers in Junior Manage¬ 
ment Grade Scale I and one such increment for 
Officers in Middle Management Grade Scale n and 
HI. 


In case of those officer* who have completed 
more than 5 years of service at the maximum of 
the respective scales, the first sdeh stagnation in¬ 
crement will be granted effective from the date on 
which it falls due or from 1st January, 198?, which¬ 
ever is later, but the second such increment shall 
be granted to those eligible, not earlier than 1st 
January 1987”. 

(ii) On and from 1-2-1984, at the end of Regulation 
5(2) the following proviso be added ;— 

“Provided that those officers who have reached 
the maximum of their pay scales, professional qua¬ 
lification allowance of Rs, 100/" P-m. shah be 
granted for passing Part-I of C.A.I.I.B. Examina¬ 
tion after they complete one year at the maximum 
in the scale of pay and Rs. 200/- p.m. for passing 
both parts of C.A.I.I.B. Examination after they 
complete two years at the Maximum in the scale 
of pay”. 

II. Amendment to Regulation 22 : 

On and from 1-2-1984, Regulation 22(2), be substituted 
by the following : 

“22(2) where an Officer is not provided with resi¬ 
dential accommodation by the Bank, he shall be 
eligible for house rent, allowance being a sum
